The police are either helpless before the or- 
ganized forces of outlawry and disorder, or they 
are in the pay of the men they are supposedly 
trying to bring to justice. 

Justice! 

The very word is a mockery and a jest in 
this so-called glorious country of ours. Out of 
the hundred-odd murders committed in New 
York City in 1930, how many convictions were 
secured? One, I believe. Does this sound like 
justice?

It leads a letter on the Independence of the 
Philippines, another on the depth of the channel 
leading to the dock at Mount Vernon, and a 
third on Top-Covered Buses a Big Issue mM 
London. 

In other words, it is politely buried away 
where it can not do much damage in inciting 
public opinion one way or another, to be read 
by a quota of citizens lolling on their piazzas 


of a Sabbath afternoon probably pestered by 
their youngsters to be taken to the movies. 

Those citizens say, “Yes, something ought to 
be done about it; the man is right,” then they 
see an Austin go shooting past, someone cries: 
“There goes one o’ them cars that you don’t 
get into; you put it on!” and in the general 
laugh that follows, Mr. Coltman’s pert epistle 
goes wafting along the veranda floor. 


HE fact of the matter is, that civilization 

has become so complicated that it has 
gotten beyond the mental capacity of the aver- 
age citizen. Instead of berating him as slothful, 
selfish, or indifferent, we should look at the 
average citizen as a child that must not only 
be instructed, but guided by its elders. 

Even the thinking people of our country, 
schooled in the false concepts of the founded 
and accepted theologies, are quite as ignorant—

that he has failed as President; on the other 
hand, he must know in his heart of hearts that 
while the present type of financial control exer- 
cises over America there can be no relief short 
of revolution—and not the Russian type of 
revolution, either. 


RESIDENT HOOVER, to those who are 
wise in what is transpiring Behind the 
Scenes, is a growing enigma. One should grant 


that his early background and training have 
given him more than one man’s quota of 
international-mindedness. On the other hand, 
he should be apprised by this time that he is . 
not in the true sense the American President 
so long as he is in the slightest way dominated 
by any one citizen or group of citizens. 

That he is not dominated in any way by 
certain powerful economic and financial forces 
in this and other nations, we leave it to him 
to deny. There are men of impeccable repute 
in Washington and elsewhere who could ask 
him some embarrassing and discrediting ques- 
tions, if an issue arose where he had to ex- 
press himself in terms of utter independence of 
thought and action.

They have the right to ask him, for instance, 
if the idea of the recent moratorium to Germany 
was his own, strictly and utterly, or was it 
suggested to him by counsellors who owe real 
allegiance to financial powers operating from 
Central Europe and who go about the earth 
obeying the fiats of such powers? 

They have the right to ask him if there is 
more to the $500,000,000 super-bank plan than 
appears on the surface, if he also originated the 
idea for that, or whether under the guise of an 
economic crisis ulterior methods are not being 
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used to get better control of frozen assets and 
hoarded savings that cannot be gotten control 
of otherwise? 

They have the right to ask him why the 
Federal Reserve Bank is making more and more 
loans to banking interests in Central Europe— 
because the banks of Germany and Austria are 
in danger of crashing otherwise and “dragging 
down economic civilization”—when control of 
those very institutions, and in many cases out- 
right ownership, rests with men who are known 
to possess the greatest private or family for- 
tunes on earth. 

They have the right to ask their President 
how it happens that the United States must be 
drained of its resources under what is termed 
“proper banking security” to bolster up the 
credit of those foreign institutions, when the 
men in control of them have the private means 
to bolster them up without American banking 
assistance? 

And how does it happen that America is in 
such danger of “going down with the world in 
economic wreckage” when only 10 percent of 
her trade is concerned with foreign countries 
and 90 percent is strictly her own?

OU are approaching a

SM itself felt in a most 

peculiar manner. 

Contraband spoils of 
war have left humanity 
with a strange heritage 
of hate and lust that 
must be worked out in 
destiny. 

One might say that 
the spoils of war are 
almost as bad in their effects upon humanity 
as the war was a crime in itself. 

That is not literally true, of course, inasmuch 
as the war was part of a great world program 
that is now in execution. 

But the war left effects that cannot be can- 
celled by legislative assemblies, or peace pane- 
gyrics, or any of the other palliatives that a 
carnage-torn world is adopting to get redress 
from the smart of its wounds. 


ERRIBLE as it was, the war was but an 
incident in human affairs. There will be 
other wars of lesser consequence, no doubt, 
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until the end of time, just as there will be 
neighborhood squabbles and personal quarrels 
between close relatives until the end of time. 
No matter how much men love each other 
theoretically, they offend one another constantly 
by their habits and customs. This does not 
mean, however, that great world wars that 
beggar humanity and leave wounds almost im- 
possible to heal, cannot be retarded or actually 
stopped. 


HAT is taking place when we come to 

consider war as war? One people or an- 
other, to put it mildly, is endeavoring to gain 
something which apparently cannot be gained 
by the legitimate methods of orderly procedure. 
War is a lust of impatience on the part of one 
people or another to go about their ends in an 
orderly way. It may arise through fear, aggra- 
vating competition in trade, inequality of stand- 
ards of living that breed dissatisfaction in neigh- 
boring peoples, any one of a thousand causes. 
No matter! One or the other of the peoples 
involved makes war because it wants to cut 
the knot of circumscription that binds them to 
seek their ends by orderly procedure, natural 
law, or amicable adjustment.

Make no mistake about it, war comes about 
because one people or another wants to go to 
war. 

A war may be trumped up or manufactured 
psychologically, but deep underneath all the 
martial activity lies what might be called “an 
understanding hatred of the issues involved” 
that makes one side or the other determine to 
cast patience aside and gain its ends by force 
of arms. 


E HAVE an example of this abroad in 

the world today in two countries that are 
quietly preparing for a great martial struggle— 
Russia and Italy. Neither of these countries 
knows who he is going to fight, in a manner 
of speaking. Each fights humankind today in 
its subconscious thinking because in each case 
there is a blind intolerance of the other fellow’s 
rights and viewpoints as contradistinguished 
from its own ideas of what is right for a state 
and its citizens. Make no mistake here, we tell 
you whereof we know. 

These two states today are monarchies of a 
most malignant type. They may not seem to 
be monarchies, but we call them such because 
they are ruled by absolute author- 
ity against which open speech can- 
not be made, critical or otherwise, 
without endangering one’s head. 

What is happening is, that the 
peoples of these countries are being 
taught and trained in collective 
actionism based on an apparent new 
idea in government that the welfare 
of the state is supreme to the wel- 
fare of the individual, and that only in the 
welfare of the state does the welfare of the 
individual actually accrue. 


OW to a degree this is true. But here are 

two states that are actively setting them- 
selves up as principalities and powers against 
collective mankind in all other parts of the 
globe, and saying in effect, We hate you even 
to open warfare because your principles of open 
government openly arrived at by your repre- 
sentative assemblies are opposed to ours which 
subordinate the rights of the individual to the 
welfare of the state as a whole. Our hatred is 
not specific. It is a blanket hatred against 
free institutions generally, or institutions ap- 
proved by and directed by mass consciousness. 
We hate you because you are different from 
what we are in your basic ideals of government. 
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This cannot continue for long without some- 
thing explosive happening. People are bound 
to say in reaction: “By what right do these 
two nations set themselves up as arbiters of 
the final word in beneficent rulership? Mayhap 
we have institutions pleasing to us, and bene- 
fiting us, that seem quite as important for our 
peculiar methods of development as Italy’s or 
Russia’s?” Antagonism is born subconsciously. 
Ridicule is rife and leads to racial resentments 
that would otherwise pass unnoted. The whole 
results in an eventual embroilment because a 
cardinal principle has been violated—the rights 
of people to self-determination of their own 
form of government as a God-given heritage 
that is part and parcel of mortal life. 


OU cannot have life of profit to the indi- 

vidual soul without having different grada- 
tions of humanity which different persons must 
come up through, one by one, gaining benefits 
from each of their own peculiar pattern. 

You can have government so imposed on all 
peoples theoretically that the very plan of life 
itself would be defeated. 

It is because this is true that no world con- 
queror can ever make his gains secure. 

By some majestic feat of arms he might ar- 
rive at a pass where he commands the homage 
of all world governments. It will be a tempo- 
rary makeshift of affairs, however, projected 
and held together for supernal force. The mo- 
ment his personality is removed, epitomizing 
the force, his martial organization of so-called 
world government will decay and disintegrate. 

A vital law of nature is being defied just as 
clear and substantial as the law of gravitation 
that holds the planets in their courses. These 
things cannot be rendered secure because they 
counterpose life as life in its cardinal principles. 


HE governments of the world elsewhere 

are what they are today because they work 
out this cardinal principle in actuality. They 
permit persons of different racial characteristics 
and temperaments to be held in check by 
authorities peculiar to their own racial construc- 
tion, serving ends and purposes whose business 
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lies in developing and intensifying peculiar 
spiritual traits. 

All of which serves the purposes of original 
creation. 

That is to say, you cannot have one supreme 
government by any feat of arms that will be 
lasting because you are going against the dic- 
tates of Almighty Providence. You can have 
a world government based on equity to all 
nations and admission of the rights and pre- 
rogatives of all nations to develop in their own 
ways and serve their own peculiar purposes— 
governments of understanding, that is, racial 
toleration, and interdependence. But that is as 
far as world government can ever attain. 

God would blot out the planet tomorrow if 
by some feat of deviltry or human perverseness 
the nations of the world got together and so 
intermingled themselves that races as such be- 
came lost in obscurity through their interde- 
pendence. The life plan could not then be 
achieved. 


d ter rights of peoples to rule themselves 
in their own way are relevant to the great 
plan of life on earth, generation by generation. 
And yet, on the other hand, we witness the 
phenomenon of lethargic countries like Russia 
and Italy suddenly springing into international 
prominence, taking on new leases of life, and 
manufacturing confusion in the counsels of 
states in that their actionisms become threats 
to the peace and welfare of neighboring states 
who wish to live and be ruled according to 
their own standards. 

What can be taking place and why is it per- 
mitted? 


Now, in a manner of speaking, all things 
are permitted, since out of the sum total of 
human experience in all of its various phases, 
comes spiritual wisdom that enhances the 
psyche of the individual, no matter how small 
or insignificant a member of any given state 
he may be. 

On the other hand, there are some things per- 
mitted, as we say, almost by Divine fiat because 
they bear witness to human frailty and the 
foolishness that any man, group of men, or 
nation of individuals can carry out its own 
unique whims in defiance of universal law that 
appertains to such matters. 


HIS is going on today in both Russia and 
Italy to a marked degree. 

We had a case lately where Germany tried 
the same thing from quite other motives and 
yet upon the same premise. Germany sought 
trade gains and commercial advantages for her 
national manufacturies and put the power of 
the state behind them to realize them by force 
of arms if necessary. Italy, on the other hand, 
is now playing a kind of superb politics, seek- 
ing to gain wealth and prestige by international 
strategy. She is a case of a state who has a 
leader with a remarkable talent for leadership, 
an ample energy, who is seeking to serve the 
ends of his people by acclamation and intimida- 
tion. It will be a hundred years yet of living 
under high pressure of industrial development 
before Italy can ever hope to attain to that 
stalwart status economically or militaristically, 
that enabled Germany to hold the world at 
bay for over four years. Italy could fight no 
world war, but she could easily start one—and 
no doubt will play her part in the attempt to 
start one—were it not for the intervention of 
other agencies which cannot see such a colossal 
crime precipitated on humanity again. 


OW let us turn to Russia and greet a 
wholly different set of international cir- 
cumstances working out to her own “bereave- 
ment of intellect” in counsels of state. 
Russia is a vast potential power, both man 
and mineral, which has yet to give accounting 
of itself in the annals of history. She is attempt- 


ing to do something that has never been done 
before: enslave a dozen different races of peo- 
ple industrially, to work out the grossest cap- 
italistic idea under the guise of industrial de- 
mocracy that the world has even witnessed. 
But beneath the actionism of these two powers 
something vital and significant is operating. 

These two powers are taking credit unto 
themselves for being something different from 
their brother powers, operating in a different 
manner, and in the minds of the average citi- 
zen to date, for far more beneficent ends. 

This, of course, is a delusion and a snare 
for the unwary. 

No one government can ever set itself up 
contraposed to all other governments and think 
itself powerful enough to hold all those other 
governments at bay while it converts the rest 
of the world to its own manners and methods 
of dealing in and with humanity. 

That is the way of suicide, for underneath 
the activities of the mass in the countries so 
opposed to it, a blanket hatred and hostility 
will be growing sooner or later that will effect 
an open breach and mark that peculiar nation 
out for destruction at the hands of the horde. 


ET us consider what is eventually to happen 

when Italy and Russia attain to a place 
where they openly dominate the chessboard of 
international politics. 

Long before that time arrives, each nation 
will have marked itself out for slaughter by a 
deep-rooted antagonism that will be interpreted 
as menace to free institutions everywhere. 

In the exact ratio that these nations are suc- 
cessful in their dominating, they will be ex- 
ercised and cajoled for a while by weaker 
peoples. But underneath the political weakness 
of those peoples will lie an ever-strengthening 
fabric of blanket animosity that will work out 
in the actionisms of those who advocate free 
institutions, so that in the end those nations 
will pull down the temple of civilization on 
their own heads. 


LL over the world there are men located

ÎT IS absolutely impos- 
sible to understand the 
great drama working 
out today on the back- 
stairs of the nations in 
international diplomacy, 
without having a broad 
3 and comprehensive met- 
aphysical background. 

For the past two gen- 
erations, uninformed 
people have assumed 
that maters of spiritism 
or psychical research belonged strictly to the 
scientific laboratory, or in the tenets of certain 
doctrinal denominations that had a quasi-reli- 
gious aspect. 

For the first time in history, great public men 
are beginning to realize the practical and work- 
able value of employing these stupendous de- 
partures in human learning to facilitate avenues 
and approaches to settlement of national and 
international quandaries. 

In other words, hard-headed men in politics, 
business, and sociology, are perceiving that it 
is entirely feasible and profitable to gain infor- 
mation about the trend of affairs from those 
cheerfully willing to supply it from their higher 
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vantage-points in the more complicated dimen- 
sions. 

This is bridging the gap between spirituality 
and materiality with a vengeance. 


HOSE in the Higher Dimensions tell us 

that a definite plan of Improvement in So- 
cial Relationships for the entire earth is being 
instigated in this generation and in this present 
decade. 

This Plan has been under advisement for 
many long years by those who hold the fates 
of nations in their charge. 

Having determined what the details of that

They may think that because they are al- 
lowed for a little time to go ahead with their 
marplots that attendance of Unseen Entities is 
a hoax and fabrication. 

That is because they do not realize that their 
own means and methods are not to be taken to 
thwart them. It is not a campaign of counter- 
violence or mischief which the White Ones 
follow.

Perception. This sdai of Mental Perception 

will some day be recognized for what it is—a 

colossal skeleton structure on which life’s be- 
haviorism is largely built. 

The Science of Spiritual Phenomena, or ab- 
normal mental perception, whichever you want 
to call it, is nothing to wonder at. True, not all 
people are adepts in its practice, nor are all 
persons adepts at hearing earthly sounds with 
the same perception as others. But make no 
mistake about this: It is a fallacy to think 
that because some people are finely attuned in 
their physical and mental compositions, that 
they are necessarily freaks, whereas those who 
function more along the common means of 
mental and physical equipment have something 
to be thankful for. 

Put it this way: It is all a matter of being 
able to distinguish what the crowd cannot, and 
by the crowd we mean the average person— 
average in turn because he is not willing to 
admit that anything exists that he cannot per- 
ceive with his clumsy physical senses. 


HESE people argue that life holds enough 
for them. They are not willing to investi-

gate in any but a skeptical mood as to whether 
or not their five senses are dependable in show- 
ing them all that there is to the earthly com- 
position. 

We have a class of people in life who take 
a given delight in fastening on themselves this 
yoke of mediocrity, which is really a form of 
stupidity and slough, calling it cleverness. They 
are clever in that they do not choose to rise 
about the foundation stones of earthly behavior 
or view anything above the level of the average 
intelligence. 

We are speaking now of animosity toward 
psychic research as a phase of inhibited be- 
haviorism. Way down in their hearts, those 
people who refuse to listen to the arguments 
advanced in favor of so-called mental phenom- 
ena, are the victims of an insidious fear. They 
hold that humankind must be judged by its 
attainments en masse, and that things not dis- 
covered and enjoyed by humanity en masse are 
not to be employed except at the price of eccen- 
tricity or something worse. They want to think 
that humankind evolves en masse because it 
gives them a feeling of security in their indi- 
vidual person. 


Daring souls who are really responsible for 
social evolution by setting standards in advance 
of general progress, are never worried whether 
or not they are conformers to the rest of 
humankind in any sort of attainments. They 
plunge ahead in the employment of their facul- 
mod and let the rest of humankind follow as it 
will. 


E ARE not interested in psychic research 
as such, because in too many instances it 
postulates skepticism. It is impossible to go 
far in any sort of research without gradually 
learning rules and regulations, recipes and for- 
mulas. This must be proven by that; we must 
have evidence here that is irrefutable, and 
arguments there that cannot be gainsaid. And 
all to what purpose? Simply that you can go 
out and convince someone else who is not 
worth convincing, because his attainments are 
50 poor that if he were worth it he would have 
made the effort for himself and arrived at 
better conclusions. 
The things of spirit are something else again! 
While it is true that supramental perceptions 


are usually phases of a highly developed spir- 
itual status, it does not necessarily follow that 
every person with a rare mental equipment is 
spiritual of character. We have a condition in 
life where people have been known to express 
themselves with the most astonishing success 
on spiritual matters who were not at all psychic. 
And we have had conditions where others are 
so psychic that they can make their bread and 
butter at it, employing it for others without in 
the least realizing the spiritual consequences. 


EOPLE who are psychic have gifts, it is 

true, but not necessarily spiritual gifts. 
They are gifts of mental concentration and 
biological organism. Taking them by and large 
they are persons of extraordinary physical 
equipment, with certain glands developed within 
themselves that act much in the manner of 
radio tubes to receive external impressions. One 
might as well talk of one’s radio being spiritual 
as to think that all psychics are people of rare 
character. 

So we are not interested in psychics as 
psychics any more than we are interested in 
the radio as so many dials and spools of wire 
attached to a battery. We know our radio 
WORKS. We accept it as a radio, subject to 
certain laws and principles of electric projec- 
tion and reception. But what comes OVER the 
radio we are vitally interested in. 


E DON’T have to prove to anyone that 

our radio works, or even that we possess 
one. We walk into the street and tell a friend 
what the President has just said in a speech 
in Washington—if we have just heard it over 
the air—he takes up his newspaper that night 
and gets it in the public press. We told him 
what the President said within a few minutes 
after he spoke with 600 miles intervening be- 
tween us, which seems to postulate that our 
radio worked. 

Now, then, if our radio works, by what law 
are we called to go out to the mass and waste 
time and energy arguing that there is such a 
thing as radio, explaining the mechanism of 
broadcasting and reception, just because our 
neighbor does not own a radio—before repeat- 
ing to him what we have heard from the Presi- 


dent’s lips? 
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True, there was a time in radio’s inception 
when humankind professed to be awed at the 
fact that radio was possible. The man in the 
street looked upon it as a freak toy, as he 
looked on the telephone, the auto, the first 
electric light. He refused to believe that it could 
possibly be practical—it was freakish and 
bizarre and owned by a person who had time 
to give to nonsense. In course of the last few 
years, however, radio became of universal dis- 
tribution and humankind is now so blase about 
it that instead of visiting a neighbor’s house 
to hear a radio people stay away from neigh- 
bor’s houses im order not to hear it—and we 
commend their good judgment. 


HIS, however, is the point we are trying 

to make: As we are not radio engineers we 
are interested in the radio only because it ren- 
ders us a service in connecting us with certain 
sources and origins of sound in the form of 
music or information making us more efficient 
persons in our lives and functions. 

By the same token we are not psychic engi- 
neers, and yet we know we have the extraordi- 
nary equipment to tune in on sources and 
origins of other sounds and bring us beneficial 
results in our lives and characters. 

You ask us how we KNOW we have this 
equipment. We say to you as we say to our 
friends about the President’s speech: Consider 
the context of what we receive over our mech- 
anisms and by the same argument that listening 
to a jazz band would undoubtedly delight first 
listeners on the radio, we consider we have 
reached that point in radio ownership where 
we want something more profound than musical 
nonsense. So we turn the dials of our mental 
radios and tune into great intelligences speaking 
in the ether. 


OW humanity may scoff at such a state- 

ment. It may say, If there are great in- 
telligences broadcasting promiscuously in ether, 
why do not we as representative organisms de- 
rive from them also? Why cannot we hear as 
you hear, with our naked ears? We say to them, 
Can you hear a symphony orchestra in Chicago 
being played in your living room this minute? 
Strains of it are here all about you in pro- 
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fusion. You can wait in your seat while some 
friend goes after a portable radio set, puts it 
on your table, works the dials, gets the proper 
connection, and soon you are aware that an 
orchestra is playing in Chicago. 

Isn’t it just as intelligent to accept that if 
the strains of that music playing within your 
four walls from the brassy throats of a few 
horns and clarinets a thousand miles away can 
be heard through the agency of that portable 
radio, that the music of the spheres is likewise 
playing in your room from a million miles dis- 
tant? You can’t admit the one and deny the 
other. You can’t admit that a set of crude coils 
of wire or discs of zinc, are superior in con- 
struction to the human faculties. No machine 
ever made has yet begun to approximate the 
capacities of the human organism. 


S fate are things to be not overlooked. We 


are in an age of radio, but biological science 
and even psychic researchers have not yet awak- 
ened to the fact that every man and woman’s 
head contains two ductless glands which bear 
a perfect resemblance to the functioning of the 
tubes in a mechanical radio. But by the same 
token that you can’t get reception from your 
radio, no matter how many tubes you have, or 
how perfect they are, until the rest of the 
works are in perfect alignment, so you can’t 
expect your mental radio to work without the 
proper assembly of all the physical, mental, and 
spiritual factors. 

You say to those of us who have those senses 
developed, How do I know your mental radio 
works? We say, Behold what we receive over 
it. You say, Yes, but how do I know that it 
came from the broadcasting station of some 
supernal broadcasting station outside of your- 
selves? We say, Consider the nature of the 
material compared with the erudition of the 
psychic person through which it came. 


HOSE who are familiar with investigation 

of such matters will never cease to be im- 
pressed by this well-nigh conclusive proof that 
higher mentalities are functioning in some sort 
of transcendant radio when such episode occurs. 
Again and again people of little or no educa- 
tion, certainly not authorities in the subjects 


an 


treated, will get profound discourses on Cosmic 
Physics, natural phenomena, delineations of 
Beauty and Are, theological sources, data about 
past civilizations that have perished from human 
record, which they in no wise understand and 
which have to be interpreted for them. 

There are cases on record where foreign lan- 
guages have been employed, totally unknown 
to the recipient, and in special instances mes- 
sages have been produced in forms of Sans- 
krit and other dead tongues, so remote that 
translations can only be achieved by the most 
profound scholars. 


E CONTENDED that the President’s 

message reported to a friend two minutes 
after delivery evidenced that mechanical radio 
was a fact, that we owned a machine capable 
of so receiving it, that we knew how to adjust 
it to get such reception. 

By the same token we contend that discourses 
on cosmic physics, natural phenomena, theo- 
logical origins or historical data, received by 
unlearned persons, attests to the existence of 
the psychical radio. 

But by no means do we say to you that you 
cannot go and purchase a radio, hear the Presi- 
dent for yourself and tell us about it. And by 
no manner of means do we deny you the privi- 
lege of doing the same thing in forms of psychi- 
cal broadcasting. 

You may not want to take down discourses 
on cosmic physics. You may be quite content 
to listen to jazz. Nevertheless, to say that you 


do not own a radio, and therefore radios do 
not exist, is not only silly but the negation of 
the very thing that might become the most 
impelling factor in your life and fortunes. 


OU don’t need mediums, cabinets, queer 

lights, and levitating trumpets to prove 
that your friends and loved ones are still in 
existence. 

Tune in with your properly developed mental 
radio and listen to their voices! 

You don’t need experts to expound to you 
the fundamentals of electrodynamics in order 
to turn the dials of your mechanical radio and 
get the speeches of a Hoover or, alas and alack! 
an Amos and Andy. Neither do you need to 
spend time in seance rooms arguing whether 
this or that is possible. 

Throw your skepticism out of the window, 
admit the imponderable to arrive at the pon- 
derable, admit that psychical dynamics exist 
and can function and spend your real time 
learning the dials of your personal receiving 
set, nothing more! 


HIS business of being fearful of these 
higher powers merely because they are not 
common to the masses, or provoke thought 
and exploration in fields above the mortal, is 
about as archaic and childish as being fearful 
of the higher aspects of electrodynamics that 
makes your radio transfer a literal voice to you. 
Time was when anyone suddenly possessing 
and operating a radio—back in 1650 for ex- 
ample—would undoubtedly have gotten him 
burned at the stake for being of the devil. 
People uniformly attribute to the evil one 
that which they do not at once understand. 
Even great prevailing theological systems can 
be indicted for such superstitious nonsense. 
To advance fearlessly and rationally into 
such fields of science, always maintaining the 
proper spiritual balance, checking all things by 
open-minded logic, not acting on advice merely 
because it reaches us by the psychical wave- 
length, but holding ourselves open to receive 
such advice if it seems to be profitable—this 
is the watchword of the current era that prom- 
ises such progress in hyperdimensional activity.

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Į Hold Audible Speech 
with “Dead” Friends 


NOW come to the most 
interesting—and to my 
own way of thinking 
the most convincing— 
phase of my personal 
experiences, convincing 
me beyond all doubt 
that there is no death. 

It is one thing for an 
individual to claim that 
he has had an adven- 
ture in another dimen- 
AICA sion of time and space, 
and quite another for him to prove it. It is 
one thing to claim that one has hearing so 
finely attuned to Thought Speech that he can 
pick up messages from the higher realms of 
life; it is another to demonstrate scientifically 
that he is not subconsciously composing what 
he claims to be hearing, although he may not 
be consciously aware of it. 

But in the winter of 1929, in New York City, 
and on into the spring and summer of 1930, I 
had a series of experiences which there seems 
to be no refuting, rationalizing of, or explain- 
ing by any other method than that I was actu- 
ally talking with the souls of people who have 
gone Beyond the Veil. 

It will take several papers for me to relate 
in detail all that happened. But the first expe- 
rience happened while I was writing my meta- 
physical novel, Golden Rubbish. 


HAVE mentioned that while writing this 

book it seemed to me that whole pages, and 
even chapters, were being dictated to me faster 
than I could record them on the typewriter. I 
was making no effort to “think up what I was 
writing,” but the words poured into my brain 
in such connected, logical, and artistic fashion 
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BEING the Tenth 
paper by the Editor 
on “Why I Believe 
the Dead are Alive!” 
compiled from his 
psychical experi- 
ences and reported 
for those who have 
still to awaken ... 


that all I had to do was put them down, and 
I had my story. Whereat I cried: 

“Is anybody dictating this narrative to me?” 

The answer came back distinctly: “Yes! You 
have so much work to do that you are being 
helped in composition by ——,” naming a cele- 
brated author who had “gone over” during the 
past decade. 

As I recently stated in these pages, I was 
skeptical that any such personage should be 
devoting his world-famous talents to aiding me. 
Why should he do it? And yet beyond a doubt, 
whole sequences of the story were his, in his 
style and filled with his idioms. : 

I had read much of this author and admired 
him much. But I had never become so imbued 
with his style that I had subconsciously copied 
it; in fact, my style in my three other novels 
and scores of short stories was about as far 
removed from his as two author’s styles could 
possible be. : 

This was borne out so graphically in the 
story itself that many people have since rè- 


fused to believe the novel was mine when it 
appeared in print. It was in fact, a curious 
hodge-podge of two men’s literary styles and 
is a curious exhibit of what can happen when 
this type of clairaudience is practiced con- 
sciously. 


O CONVINCE me that I was indeed taking 
the dictation of another brain in my story, 
this strange episode occurred: 

I had reached a place in the narrative where 
I wanted to describe Louise Garland’s resent- 
ment at her early life—or at life in general— 
because it had denied her social advantages. 
She was furious at the way she was bested time 
and again in the social comities, and her lack 
of childhood training brought her social handi- 
caps that maddened her. 

I struggled with the right word to describe 
her plight. Suddenly my famous author’s voice 
said gently in my ear: 

“Use the word Interclusions, William!” 

“Interclusions!” I cried aloud. “There’s no 

such word; at least I never heard of it.” 
5 “Oh yes there is,” my friend cajoled me. 
Consult your dictionary and see if it does not 
convey exactly the meaning you want to 
register.” 

I recall that I walked into the front living- 
room where my big dictionary was kept, and 
hunted for the word. 

I found it! And it meant exactly the thought 
I had been struggling to get over. 

I went back to my machine and used the 
word. But I did much thinking the balance of 
that day. More dramatic things had happened 


to me, and were slated to happen to me still, 
convincing me that those in the Higher Dimen- 
sions can communicate with people in mortality 
at will. But frequently some little incident of 
this type will carry more personal conviction 
than a whole sideshow of psychic freakishness 
which the crowd delights to have offered in 
proof. 

I was to have an aftermath to this incident, 
however. 

That was the week that I first made the 
personal acquaintance of a young spiritist me- 
dium who lives in New York, and had my 
author-friend’s identity corroborated by his lit- 
eral voice. 


OR reasons of policy, I do not care to 

make this medium’s name public, although 
I will gladly furnish it privately to anyone 
who cares to write me for it. He is already so 
harassed with demands for his services that 
his life is becoming a nightmare, and I would 
not want to add to his distress. For purposes 
of these memoirs, however, I will call him 
George. 

George was a commercial artist, about 30 
years old, a bachelor, who had shown the re- 
markable faculty from childhood of separating 
kis soul-mind from his physical body, vacating 
the latter, and handing it over to “disembodied” 
souls from a higher level of life who wished 
to use his organism for a brief visit to earth 
conditions. 

In other words, he vacated his body and gave 
it over to what might be called a dead person, 
so that this dead person could speak to friends 
or relatives who were present, with an audible 
voice that all could hear. 


BELIEVE I had six or eight sittings with 

George, each of them equally remarkable. 
This was the procedure: 

He would arrive at my apartment, where I 
always had friends gathered to witness the 
phenomenon, about 8 o'clock in the evening. 
The room would be closed and heavily cur- 
tained; it was usually lighted by one floor-lamp. 
George would relax himself in a chair with his 
head thrown back comfortably and those of 
us in a semi-circle about him would recite the 
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Lord’s Prayer to tranquilize all of us. Then I 
would turn the dials of my radio until I came 
on some selection of dreamy music that aided 
the medium in falling into a trance. 

George would at first appear to drop to sleep. 
His eyes would close, his head would droop. 
Next it would seem as though his eyeballs sank 
into his skull. His face took on a waxy corpse- 
like hue; his mouth fell open and his tongue 
filled it. 

It seemed to those of us who were watching 
that a dead man sat in the chair before us! 

The breathing became phlegmatic, then 
seemed to stop altogether; the hands grew 
cyanotic. Eight or ten minutes of this, with 
the radio finally shut off and silence in the room 
where all the doors had also been shut. 

Then suddenly it would appear to us that 
our “dead man” was in distress! The breathing 
resumed, signs of vitality came in his face, but 
his head would start jerking and rolling in his 
collar. His hands would come up and claw at 
his throat. A moment of this and then he started 
whistling! 


T FIRST sittings it was all rather terrify- 

ing. But I soon got used to it. When the 
whistling came, I learned that George’s spirit 
had left his body and it had been taken posses- 
sion of by the soul of a young musician, who 
told us one night that he had been killed in 
an accident in Detroit some years before. He 
always rendered us an obligato of his own 
composition before the real work of the eve- 
ning commenced with other entities. 

Frank stayed with us for about ten minutes 
and then the transition took place as before. 
George’s body went through another period of 
distress and then the deep bass voice of an 
American Indian would issue from the medium’s 
lips with a salutary “How/” 


Bee question is repeatedly asked by the 
novitiate why so many mediums have these 
American Indian “controls”—or souls who act 
as guards and protectors while the rightful soul 
is out of its body, to see that it does not be- 
come permanently possessed by entities who 
have no right to such permanent possession. 
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The answer seems to be that our American 
Indians lived so close to nature that they are 
still vibrating in what might be called the 
“elementals.” That is, having always lived in 
close earthly conditions throughout their mortal 
lives, they are more conversant with work of 
this nature, and it gives them an opportunity 
for service peculiar to their earthly capacities, 

Be that as it may, the voice of an aged In- 
dian issued from George’s lips and greeted us 
each in turn. He gave his name as White Cloud 
and persisted in singing us a ditty in his own 
language. The rendition over, he addressed me 
personally. 

“You like my people?” he asked. 

I said that of course I liked his people. 

“You make words walk on paper,” was his 
manner of describing my vocation as an author. 

I assented to this. 

“You make words walk on paper about my 
people,” he informed me next. “You make words 
walk on paper about old chief. You are good 
man. You make words walk on paper about 
your people who are good men. They help old 
chief who is good man,” and he waited for me 
to confirm this. 


I SEARCHED my memory. What was he talk- 
ing about? Then it came to me. Twelve 
years bygone I had traveled for a time with 
a Wild West Show outfit to get some first- 
hand material for a series of stories that ap- 
peared in The Saturday Evening Post. There 
had been many Indians with our outfit. One 
sedate old Ogallalah chief had intrigued me 
by his size. I had become acquainted with him 
and written a yarn about him. 

And White Cloud knew about it and was 
recalling it to my attention. 

Not another person in the room had known 
I had written such a story. I asked White Cloud 
to suggest more details about the plot of the 
story. He did so! He was quite correct. 

Perhaps he read my subconscious mind to 
accomplish this. I cannot say and the matter 
is unimportant. 

But I know that in the next quarter-hour he 
described my maternal grandmother as being

YS all other contacts must be only partial 
Fa and not of the nature of ours. By the Spirit 
It is meant that which created and is the uni- 
verse, and all other manifestations in whatever 
phase they appear. 

There is no God in the sense in which theo- 
logians use the word! To name and personify 
Infinite Spirit is to limit it. The word “God” 
Is merely the attempt of the human mind to 
make a contact with something it is incapable

of grasping. Only when the Mind stands aside 
and the Spirit functions, does the reality hidden 
behind words appear—or begin to emerge. 

You whose eyes are opened must still use 
the terminology of your fellows, but let it 
always be with the clear vision of that which 
habit and custom in the use of words will tend 
to blur for you. 

When you say God, think always Spirit. 
When you say Christ, think always Spirit made 
for the moment manifest. And so with those 
other manifestations of Spirit who have been 
the masters and teachers of the race. 


E ARE sure of you and these others on 

our side who are constantly in touch with 
you. We are able to come only when you are 
met for the purpose of these teachings. The rest 
of the time we are about our business. But 
be sure we have reports on you from these 
friends who are so often with you. In all that 
concerns your earth-life, we leave you to them. 
They are wise and faithful counsellors, but 
remember that when the stage of infallibility 
is reached, the entity is like us and has no 
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further contact with the matters that concern 
life on the physical plane. Trust those who 
guide you, but do not expect omnipotence or 
omniscience. We are more nearly able to fore- 
tell the future than they are, but we are only 
interested in the future of your spiritual growth 
to awareness of spirit. 

Where there is Form, there is difficulty in 
making a clear channel, no matter how much 
we both try. And when the channel is not clear 
there will be confusion and misinterpretation. 
It is easier to clear the channel for this teach- 
ing than for matters which concern your Earth 
Life because we are making a channel for the 
things of the spirit and the desires and emo- 
tions of the body are not involved. 

As we have already written, there is One 
Law and one Force and one Harmony in the 
universe. And that is Love. There is no other 
master of Spirit than that. 


OU are foolish to let your contact with the 

Masters over here affect you so emotionally. 
There is nothing in our Lord’s love that can 
be cheapened by acceptance. It will grow from 
day to day and be a greater and more vital 
factor in your life a year hence than it is in 
the present. 

Do not make the mistake of thinking that 
He is only interested in His servants for the 
work they can do for Him. He loves them be- 
cause they love Him. That is their mutual bond. 


OUR emotionalism is a sort of self-pity 

that you should be chosen for such honor 
when you view what you think is a lack of 
capacity. You are not to be commended for 
over humility. You must be positive, construc- 
tive and militant in your love for Our Lord 
and not weep emotional tears because you see 
no reason for His interest in you and think 
that it is a kind of luck. He has been thus 
good to you because of your potentialities, and 
if you would return this love you will stand 
forth in shining armor and plan your campaign 
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of good works with laughter and self-confidence, 

You would not weep tears in the presence 
of your American President. Why think that 
our Lord is overjoyed to see your eyelids red- 
dened with tears? You must take His command 
to be happy and joyous literally. In no better 
way can you let His light shine before men. 
He is the King of Joy and Laughter when the 
laughter is the outgrowth of loving humor, and 
He wants you to help make the world rejoice. 
Too long has He been labeled the Man of 
Sorrows. He is the Prince of Happiness and 
the King of True Mirth. 

There is nothing cheapening in this except 
as you make it so by the introduction of false 
doctrines. Rejoice and be exceeding glad, for 
unto you is born this day in the City of David 
a savior who is Christ the Lord. That was no 
command to weep or wail. 


OU have passed the stage where weeping 

is permissible, and now we are preaching 
more self-control. You are no longer children 
in your faith. You have had it tested and come 
from the process strengthened. From now on 
try to act the grown man and let the light of 
happiness and joy so shine before men that 
they shall see your Lord’s good humor in yout 
face and glorify your mutual Father who is 
far, far away on exceeding high planes of pure 
Spirit far beyond all our comprehension. 

You are capable of working miracles when 
you have married divine love to divine joy. 
There is no greater mystery than this. Grief of 
any type is purely negative. It falls in the 
same class with Doubt and Fear. Grief, Doubt, 
Fear, and Regret—all of them are dark clouds 
across the sunrise of real spirituality. Leave 
them behind you. Be positive henceforth in 
all you do, say, or think. It is the mark of 
real divinity. The universe was not created by 
having doubt. You are about to receive great 
treasures. Why not take them with clean strong 
hands undefiled by anything negative or Un- 
worthy?
